Our Financial Statements and Other Highlights 


Balance Sheet and Equity 

« In 2021, our shareholders’ equity recorded 
a growth of Afl 36.4 million or 7.8% to 
Afl. 503 million. No cash dividend was 
declared during the year 2021. 
The Bank considers its strong and solid 
capitalization a key strength and one that 
we as management stand behind for the 
benefit of our community, customers and 
employees and which you can continue 
to rely on. 


ein 2021, our total assets showed an 
Increase of Afl. 292.6 million, or 14.5% 
to Afl. 2.31 billion. This increase in total 
assets was mainly attributed to an 
Increase of Afl. 450.7 million, or 59.6% 
in “cash and due from banks' as a result 
of increase in tourism activities, as well 
as an increase of Afl. 307.6 million, or 
21.2% in ‘customers’ deposits’, which was 
caused by the increase in the economic 
activity (tourism activities) during 2021. 
Nevertheless, ‘customers’ deposits’ at 
year-end stood at Afl. 1.76 billion, which 
was 75.9% of our balance sheet total. We 
remain very grateful for the trust and 
confidence that our customers have in our 
Bank and as always we remain committed 
to being responsible for the use of these 
funds. Furthermore, the decrease of 
Afl. 19 million, or 97.5% In ‘investment 
securitites’, is related to the Bank selling 


all its debt instruments to another MCB 
group company. Notwithstanding, ‘cash 
and due from banks’ at year-end stood 
at Afl. 1.21 billion, which was 52.1% of our 
balance sheet total. 


The customers’ deposits are primarily 
used for the financial investments by 
local businesses and individuals reflected 
in ‘loans and advances to customers’ and 
the remainder is invested responsibly and 
conservatively through ‘cash and due from 
banks’, as well as ‘investment securities’. 
In 2021 despite a slight decrease of Afl. 
29.9 million or 2.8% decrease, ‘loans and 
advances to customers’ still stood at Afl. 
1.1 billion at year-end. 


The ‘provisions’ (2021: Afl. 3.7 million) 
decreased by Afl. 2.8 million or 43.0% 
compared to previous year. The 
provisions include mainly reservations 
for post-retirement medical benefits and 
anniversary bonuses. The ‘other liabilities’ 
(2021: Afl. 21.5 million) decreased by Afl. 
1.9 million or 8.4% compared to previous 
year, mainly attributed to pending 
settlements which were cleared in 2021.

> Explanatory notes to the Consolidated Financial Highlights as at December 31, 2021 


ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


1. GENERAL 

The principal accounting policies adopted in 
the preparation of the Consolidated Financial 
Highlights of Caribbean Mercantile Bank 
N.V. (the ‘Bank’) and its subsidiary are set 
out below. These explanatory notes are an 
extract of the detailed notes included in the 
consolidated financial statements and are 
consistent in all material respects with those 
from which they have been derived. The 
audited Consolidated Financial Statements 
are available on the Bank's website. 


2.BASIS OF PREPARATION 

The consolidated financial statements, 
from which the Consolidated Financial 
Highlights have been derived, are prepared 
In accordance with International Financial 
Reporting Standards (‘IFRS’). An exception 
is made for the General Provision for Loan 
Losses, a regulatory reserve required by 
the Central Bank of Aruba (CBA) which has 
been reported separately as part of ‘Other 
reserves’ and has been transferred from the 
Undistributed profits. 


The figures presented in these highlights are 
stated in thousands of Aruban Florins (‘Afl.) 
and are rounded to the nearest thousand. 


The accounting policies used have been 
consistently applied by the Bank and are 
consistent, in all material respects, with 
those used in the previous year. 


The statements have been prepared on the 
historical cost basis except for financial 
assets at fair value through profit or loss, 
and financial assets that are measured at 
amortized cost. Historical cost is generally 
based on the fair value of the consideration 
given in exchange for goods and services. 


3. CHANGES IN ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

In 2021, the Bank has applied a number of new 
or revised IFRS issued by the International 
Accounting Standards Board (IASB) that 
are mandatorily effective for an accounting 
period that begins on or after January 1, 2021. 


4.BASIS OF CONSOLIDATION 

The consolidated financial statements, from 
which the Consolidated Financial Highlights 
have been derived, include the accounts of 
the Bank and its wholly owned subsidiary 
Progress CMB N.V, with the Banks 
accounting principles being applied. Intra- 
group transactions and intra-group balances 
were eliminated in the preparation of the 
consolidated financial statements. 


5.CLASSIFICATION AND SUBSEQUENT 
MEASUREMENT OF FINANCIAL ASSETS 
Classification and subsequent measurement 
of the financial assets depend on: 
(i) the Bank’s business model for managing 
the asset; and 
(ii) the cash flow characteristics of the asset. 


Based on these factors, the Bank classifies its 
debt instruments into one of the following 
two measurement categorles: 


- Amortized cost: 

Assets that are held for collection of 
contractual cash flows where those cash 
flows represent solely payments of principal 
and interest (‘SPPI’), and that are not 
designated at Fair Value Trough Profit or loss 
(FVTPL), are measured at amortized cost. The 
carrying amount of these assets is adjusted 
by any expected credit loss allowance as 
further described below. Interest income 
from these financial assets is included in 
‘Interest income’ using the effective interest 
rate method. 


- Fair value through profit or loss ((FVTPL'): 
Assets that do not meet the criteria for 
amortized cost are measured at fair value 
through profit or loss. These assets are 
unquoted equity securities that are not 
held for trading purposes. A gain or loss on 
such an equity investment is subsequently 
measured at fair value through profit or loss. 
Interest income from these financial assets 
is included in ‘Interest income’ using the 
effective interest rate method. 


Business model assessment 

The business model reflects how the Bank 
manages the assets in order to generate 
cash flows. That Is, whether the Bank’s 
objective is solely to collect the contractual 
cash flows from the assets. If this condition 
is not applicable (unlisted equity securities), 
then the financial assets are classified as part 
of ‘other’ business model and measured at 
FVTPL. 


SPPI 

Where the business model is to hold assets 
to collect contractual cash flows, the Bank 
assesses whether the financial instruments’ 
cash flows represent solely payments of 
principal and interest (the ‘SPPI test’). In 
making this assessment, the Bank considers 
whether the contractual cash flows are 
consistent with a basic lending arrangement 
i.e. Interest includes only consideration for 
the time value of money, credit risk, other 
basic lending risks and a profit margin 
that is consistent with a basic lending 
arrangement. Where the contractual terms 
introduce exposure to risk or volatility 
that are Inconsistent with a basic lending 
arrangement, the related financial asset is 
classified and measured at FVTPL. 


Derecognition of financial assets 

The Bank sometimes renegotiates or 
otherwise modifies the contractual cash flows 
of loans to customers. When this happens, 
the Bank assesses whether or not the new 
terms are substantially different to the 
original terms. If the terms are substantially 
different, the Bank derecognizes the original 
financial asset and recognizes a ‘new’ asset 
and recalculates a new effective interest rate 
for the asset. 


Financial assets are derecognized when 
the rights to receive cash flows from the 
investments have expired. 


Expected credit loss principles 

Based on IFRS 9 the financials assets and 

loan commitments (‘financial assets’) are 

grouped into Stage 1, Stage 2 and Stage 3 as 
described below: 

- Stage 1: When financial assets are first 
recognized, the Bank recognizes an 
allowance based on twelve months’ 
ECLs. Stage 1 financial assets also include 
facilities where the credit risk has improved 
and the financial asset has been reclassified 
from Stage 2. 

- Stage 2: When a financial asset has shown 
a significant increase in credit risk since 
origination, the Bank records an allowance 
for these Lifetime ECLs. Stage 2 financial 
assets also include facilities, where the 
credit risk has improved and the financial 
asset has been reclassified from Stage 3. 

- Stage 3: Financial assets considered credit- 
impaired and the Bank records an allowance 
for these Lifetime ECLs. 


Calculation of Expected credit losses 

The key elements of the ECL calculations are 
as follows: 

- The Probability of Default (PD) Is an 
estimate of the likelihood of default over 
a given time horizon. A default may only 
happen at a certain time over the assessed 
period. 


- The Exposure at Default (EAD) is an 
estimateof the exposure at a future default 
date, taking into account expected changes 
in the exposure after the reporting date, 
including repayments of principal and 
interest, whether scheduled by contract 
or otherwise, expected drawdowns on 
committed facilities, and accrued interest 
from missed payments. 

The Loss Given Default (LGD) Is an estimate 
of the loss arising in the case where a 
default occurs at a given time. It is based 
on the difference between the contractual 
cash flows due and those that the lender 
would expect to receive, including from the 
realization of any collateral. It Is expressed 
as a percentage of the EAD. 


In Its ECL models, the Bank relies on a 
broad range of forward looking information 
as economic inputs such as GDP growth, 
Unemployment rates and the Consumer 
Price Index. The inputs and models used for 
calculating ECLs may not always capture 
all characteristics of the market at the date 
of the financial statements. To reflect this, 
qualitative adjustments or overlays are 
occasionally made as temporary adjustments 
when such differences are significantly 
material.

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McCarthy, GOP lawmakers escalate standoff with Jan. 6 panel

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Republican Leader Kevin 
McCarthy is making it clear 
that he will likely defy a 
subpoena from the House 
committee investigating the 
Jan. 6, 2021, Capitol attack, 
escalating a standoff with 
the panel over his and other 
GOP lawmakers' testimony. 
In an 11-page letter to the 
panel Friday, an attorney for 
McCarthy argued that the 
select committee does not 
have the authority to issue 
subpoenas to the lawmakers 
under House rules and de- 
manded answers to a series of 
questions and documents if 
his client were to comply. 
Attorney Elliot Berke re- 
quested a list of "topics that 
the Select Committee would 
like to discuss with the Lead- 
er, and the constitutional and 
legal rationale justifying the 
request." 

"I expressly reserve Leader 
McCarthy's right to assert 
any other applicable privi- 
lege or objection to the Se- 
lect Committee's subpoena," 
Berke wrote. 

The House panel believes 
testimony from the Repub- 
lican lawmakers is crucial to 
their investigation as each 
of the men was in contact 
with then-President Donald 
Trump and his allies in the 
weeks and days leading up 
to the Capitol insurrection. 
Some participated in meet- 


ings and urged the White 
House to try to overturn the 
2020 presidential results. 
McCarthy has acknowledged 
he spoke with Trump on Jan. 
6 as Trump's supporters were 
beating police outside the 
Capitol and forcing their way 
into the building. But he has 
not shared many details. The 
committee requested infor- 
mation about his conversa- 
tions with Trump "before, 
during and after" the riot. 
His apparent defiance pres- 
ents a new challenge for the 
committee after lawmakers 
decided to take the extraordi- 
nary and politically risky step 
of subpoenaing their own 
colleagues. 

"For House Republican lead- 
ers to agree to participate in 
this political stunt would 
change the House forever," 


the California lawmaker 
wrote Thursday in an op-ed 
in The Wall Street Journal 
with GOP Rep. Jim Jordan 
of Ohio. 

The committee now must 
decide whether to enforce the 
subpoenas even as it looks to 
wrap up the investigation and 
prepare for a series of pub- 
lic hearings in early June. It 
could refer the lawmakers to 
the House ethics committee 
or take steps to hold them in 
contempt. 

The subpoenas were issued 
to McCarthy, Jordan, and 
Reps. Scott Perry of Pennsyl- 
vania, Andy Biggs of Arizona 
and Mo Brooks of Alabama 
in mid-May. The panel has 
already interviewed more 
than 1,000 witnesses and 
collected more than 100,000 


documents as it investigates 


N i 
the worst attack on the Capi- 
tol in two centuries. 
"I have no relevant informa- 
tion that would advance any 
legitimate legislative pur- 
pose," Jordan said in a letter 
detailing his reasons for not 
cooperating. The others in- 
dicated after the subpoenas 
were issued that they too 
would not cooperate. 
Perry's lawyer sent the com- 
mittee a letter earlier this 
week saying he could "not 
in good conscience comply" 
with the subpoena because 
he does not believe it is valid 
under House rules. 
Requests for comment from 
Biggs and Brooks were not 
immediately returned. 
The panel had previously 
asked for voluntary coopera- 
tion from the five lawmakers, 
along with a handful of other 


GOP members, but all re- 
fused to speak with the panel, 
which debated for months 
whether to issue the subpoe- 
nas. 

McCarthy and the others 
were summoned to testify 
in front of investigators this 
week and next week. McCar- 
thy, who aspires to be House 
speaker if Republicans take 
over the majority next year, 
indicated that the commit- 
tee's decision will have a last- 
ing impact. 

"Every representative in the 
minority would be subject 
to compelled interrogations 
by the majority, under oath, 
without any foundation of 
fairness, and at the expense 
of taxpayers," he wrote in the 
op-ed. 

In a separate move, McCar- 
thy and the No. 2 House 
Republican, Louisiana Rep. 
Steve Scalise, filed a court 
brief in support of Donald 
Trump ally Steve Bannon, 
who is facing criminal con- 
tempt charges for defying a 
subpoena from the commit- 
tee. In the brief, lawyers for 
the two write that the com- 
mittee does not have the au- 
thority to issue subpoenas, 
an argument that has been 
dismissed in other court pro- 
ceedings. 

The lawyers also wrote that 
McCarthy and Scalise filed 
the brief "out of concern 
for the potential damage to 
House institutional" rules 
and order. 


Biden tells Naval Academy grads Putin 'NATO-ized Europe'

ANNAPOLIS, Maryland 
(AP) — President Joe Biden 
told Naval Academy gradu- 
ates Friday that they will be 
"representatives and defend- 
ers of our democracy," as free 
societies are under threat 
from Russia's invasion of 
Ukraine to China's maritime 
expansion. 

Delivering a commencement 
address to more than 1,000 
newly commissioned ensigns 
and second lieutenants at 
Navy-Marine Corps Memo- 
rial Stadium, Biden said the 
Western response to Rus- 
sian President Vladimir Pu- 
tin's "brutal" war in Ukraine 
shows the world is aligning 
not on geography, "but in 
terms of values." 

He called the invasion, "A 
direct assault on the funda- 
mental tenets of rules-based 


international order," adding, 
"that's the world you're grad- 
uating into." 

"The actions taken by Putin 
were an attempt, to use my 
phrase, to Finland-ize all of 
Europe, to make it all neu- 
tral," Biden said. "Instead, he 
NATO-ized all of Europe." 
Biden told graduates that 
while they will learn to fly 
the most advanced planes, 
staff cutting-edge ships and 
utilize novel technologies, 
"The most powerful tool 
that you'll wield is our un- 
matched network of global 
alliances and the strength of 
our partnerships." 

The president told gradu- 
ates that they will "defend 
the international rules of 
the road," particularly in the 
Indo-Pacific region where 
they will be called on to "en- 
sure freedom of navigation 


in the South China Sea and 


beyond." 

"These longstanding mari- 
time principles are the bed- 
rock of a global economy and 
of global stability," he said. 
"You're going to help knit to- 
gether our allies in Europe 
with our allies in the Indo- 
Pacific." 

Biden did not address two 
mass shootings in as many 
weeks in his remarks. He, 
along with first lady Jill 
Biden, will visit Uvalde, 
Texas on Sunday to console 
grieving families after Tues- 
day's shooting at an elemen- 
tary school that killed 19 chil- 
dren and two teachers, the 
White House said. 

Biden's remarks to the Na- 
val Academy marked his 
first commencement address 
of the year. He is also set to 
deliver remarks at Saturday's 
graduation ceremony at the 
University of Delaware, his 


alma mater. 

The president opened his 
speech by paying tribute to 
the class of 2022's resilience 
in the face of the COVID-19 
pandemic and with a custom- 
ary pardoning of any minor 
infractions made by midship- 
men during their time in the 
academy. 
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He also paid tribute for for- 
mer Republican Sen. John 
McCain, who is interred on 
the grounds of the academy, 
saying, "Being here I can't 
help think of John and how 
the naval academy meant so 
much to him." 
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California, New Zealand announce climate change partnership 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— Top officials from Califor- 
nia and New Zealand signed 
a pledge Friday agreeing to 
help fight climate change by 
sharing ideas and best prac- 
tices, including how to put 
millions more electric vehi- 
cles on the road. 

Gov. Gavin Newsom, a 
Democrat, and New Zea- 
land Prime Minister Jacin- 
da Ardern spoke about the 
agreement at San Francis- 
co's Golden Gate Park. The 
agreement doesn't commit 
either government to specific 
policies but outlines broad 
areas for cooperation. 

"We have a natural connec- 
tion and I'm so pleased we've 
put pen to paper today to 
confirm that and continue 
our cooperation on one of 
the great challenges from our 
generation," Ardern said. 
Cars, trucks and other parts 
of the transportation sector 
are California's biggest con- 
tributor of greenhouse gas 
emissions, and New Zea- 
land's second largest behind 
agriculture, Ardern said. Cal- 
ifornia is moving to ban sales 
of new gas-powered cars in 
the state by 2035. New Zea- 
land wants 30% of all car sales 
to be electric by that year. 
Newsom said he expects 
competition to grow in 
the electric vehicle market, 
which Tesla currently domi- 
nates, likening it to when 


Netflix started facing compe- 
tition from other streaming 
services. 

New Zealand is home to 5 
million people compared to 
California's population of 
39 million and has a much 
smaller economy. Ardern 
said her government will 
talk with California officials 
about programs that offer in- 
centives for people to get rid 
of older, gas-guzzling cars. 
New Zealand is heavily fo- 
cused on reducing emissions 
from its important agricul- 
ture sector. 

California is also home to 


a major farming industry 
that produces many of the 
world's fruits and vegetables. 
The agreement says the two 
governments may engage 
in joint projects to expand 
farming practices that build 
soil health, reduce methane 
emissions and boost water 
efficiency. 

The memorandum of coop- 
eration was signed by Jared 
Blumenfeld, secretary of the 
California Environmental 
Protection Agency, and Jer- 
emy Clarke-Watson, New 
Zealand's consul-general in 
Los Angeles. 


California already has cli- 
mate-focused agreements 
with many other nations, in- 
cluding China, Canada, and 
Mexico. 

Former California Gov. Jer- 
ry Brown, also a Democrat, 
helped launch a coalition 
of 270 subnational govern- 
ments, aimed at keeping an 
increase in emissions to be- 
low 2 degrees Celsius. 

At last year's global climate 
change conference in Scot- 
land, California signed a brief 
joint declaration with New 
Zealand and the Canadian 
province of Quebec to share 


information on climate poli- 
cies including carbon mar- 
kets. 

Because of Ardern's high- 
profile role in the wake of 
the 2019 massacre of 51 wor- 
shippers at two mosques in 
Christchurch, the issue of 
gun control was also expect- 
ed to come up. 

Newsom is pressuring the 
state Legislature to send him 
a package of gun reform bills 
in the wake of this week's 
killing of 19 children and two 
teachers at a Texas elemen- 
tary school. 

Less than a month after the 
Christchurch shootings, 
New Zealand's parliament 
voted to outlaw most auto- 
matic and semi-automatic 
weapons. 

Newsom and Ardern did not 
publicly discuss gun control, 
though Ardern addressed 
her country's actions on the 
issue in response to a ques- 
tion about the "shared values" 
between California and New 
Zealand. 

"It was clear that the New 
Zealand public expected its 
politicians to find solutions 
and quickly," Ardern said. 
"Now are they the answer to 
all of our issues as they relate 
to weapons in New Zealand? 
No, but they were practical 
steps that we believe were 
necessary, and that would 
make a difference. And so we 
made them." 


U.S. Forest Service: Prescribed burns initiated massive fire

SANTA FE, N.M. (AP) 
— Two fires that merged to 
create the largest wildfire in 
New Mexico history have 
both been traced to pre- 
scribed burns set by U.S. for- 
est managers as preventative 
measures, federal investiga- 
tors announced Friday. 

The findings could hold im- 
plications for the future use 
of prescribed fire to limit the 
buildup of dry vegetation 


amid a U.S. Forest Service 
moratorium on the practice. 
They also could affect com- 
plex deliberations concern- 
ing emergency aid and liabil- 
ity for a fire that has spread 
across 486 square miles 
(1,260 square kilometers) 
and destroyed hundreds of 
structures. 

The two fires joined in April 
to form the massive blaze at 
the southern tip of the Rocky 
Mountains, in the Sangre de 
Cristo range. 

One of the fires was previ- 


ously traced to April 6, when 
a prescribed burn, set by fire- 
fighters to clear out small 
trees and brush that can fuel 
wildfires, was declared out of 
control. 

On Friday, investigators said 
they had tracked the source 
of the second fire to the rem- 
nants of a prescribed winter 
fire that lay dormant through 
several snowstorms only to 
flare up again last month. 
Investigators said the pre- 
scribed "pile burn" was ini- 
tiated in January at Gallinas 
Canyon in the Santa Fe Na- 
tional Forest outside Las Ve- 
gas, New Mexico, and con- 
cluded in the final days of 
that month. Fire was reported 
again in the same vicinity on 
April 9 and escaped control 
10 days later amid dry, hot 
and windy conditions, Forest 
Service investigators found. 
Scientist and forest manag- 
ers are racing to develop new 
tools to forecast the behavior 
of prescribed fires amid cli- 
mate change and an endur- 


ing drought in the American 
West. Prescribed fires are 
aimed at limiting the accu- 
mulation of timber and un- 
derbrush that, if left unat- 
tended, can fuel extremely 
hot and destructive wildfires. 
Gov. Michelle Lujan Grisham 
in a statement called the in- 
vestigation results a "first step 
toward the federal govern- 
ment taking full responsi- 
bility" for the New Mexico 
wildfire. She highlighted her 
pending request to Presi- 
dent Joe Biden to direct the 
Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Administration to pay 
for 100% of costs related to 
a broad range of recovery ef- 
forts. 

Forest Service Chief Randy 
Moore last week announced 
a 90-day pause and review 
of protocols for prescribed 
fires that limit the buildup 
of flammable vegetation that 
can lead to extremely hot and 
uncontrollable wildfire. He 
did not specifically link the 
review to fires in New Mex- 


ico. 

"It will also ensure the pre- 
scribed burn program na- 
tionwide is anchored in the 
most contemporary science, 
policies, practices and deci- 
sion-making processes, and 
that employees, partners and 
communities have the sup- 
port they need to continue 
using this critical tool to con- 
front the wildfire crisis," the 
agency said in a statement 
Friday. 

So-called pile burns can often 
include wildland debris col- 
lected over months or even 
years. Forest managers cut 
back trees and gather debris 
into mounds, preferring to 
burn forest fuels in the win- 
ter when prescribes burns are 
easier to control. 

In January, Santa Fe National 
Forest workers started burn- 
ing through a series of piles 
across an area of 0.6 square 
miles (1.5 square kilometers), 
after advising the public of 
possible smoke hazards. 


(AP) — A documentary 
about discrimination within 
the ranks of Dutch police has 
sparked a national conversa- 
tion in the Netherlands about 
racism, with many officers 
and others hoping it will fi- 
nally bring about change. 


"The Blue Family," or "De 
Blauwe Familie" in Dutch, 
discusses a culture of bully- 
ing and fear in the national 
police force. It premiered 
on Dutch television Mon- 
day, timed around the second 
anniversary this week of the 
killing of George Floyd at the 
hands of Minnesota police. 
"There is no way back," Peris 
Conrad, one of the officers 
featured in the film, told The 
Associated Press. 

Born in the former Dutch 
colony Surinam, Conrad 
dreamed of being a police 
officer as a child. He moved 
to the Netherlands when he 
was 4 years old, and after a 
stint in the military, became a 
security guard. 

While in that job, he had an 
encounter with police offi- 
cers who were looking for in- 
formation about crime in the 
Surinamese community. The 
officers encouraged him to 
join the force himself, which 
he did, ultimately spending 
26 years in service. 

But Conrad, who is Black, 
recalled how in his first year 
at the police academy, col- 
leagues hung a picture of him 
with cell bars drawn on it. 
The caption read: "Our mon- 
key ina cage." 


Police leaders received an 
early showing of the film and 
promised action. 

"The personal stories make it 
painfully clear how great the 
impact is (of the racism), and 
how long it will last," Police 
Chief Henk van Essen said 
in a statement. "We all have 
something to do; not just ex- 
ecutives, but all 65,000 col- 
leagues. Because safety out- 
side starts with safety inside." 
"There is no room for racism 
and discrimination in our 
police," Justice Minister Di- 
lan Yesilgóz told Dutch talk 
show "RTL Boulevard." 


The Dutch parliament voted 
by a large majority this week 
to place police leaders under 
stricter supervision, citing 
the suicides in recent years of 
three officers who had com- 
plained about discrimination. 
Last year, a Dutch newspaper 
published messages from po- 
lice group chats that showed 
officers making racial slurs 
and joking about killing non- 
white people. "One less Turk" 
one officer wrote, in response 
to the slaying of a 16-year-old 
girl who was shot and killed 
by her ex-boyfriend in her 
high school's bicycle shed. 
As in other countries, the 
problems in the Netherlands 
have a long history. A 1998 
report by the Ministry of In- 
ternal Affairs said discrimina- 
tion was driving out police 
officers with a "migration" 
background - defined as hav- 
ing at least one parent born 
abroad. 
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Racism in the ranks: Dutch police film Pu conversation 


While 24% of the Dutch pop- 
ulation meets that definition, 
only 14% of the police force 
does. The National Police 
Corps employs some 65,000 
people, and around 40,000 
work as officers. 

Margot Snijders has spent 30 
years on the national force, 
including a number of years 
working on diversity and in- 
clusion efforts. After years of 
frustration, she took a step 
back from that role. 

"People don't trust us, and 
they don't want to work for 
us," Snijders, who also ap- 
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pears in "The Blue Family," 
told The Associated Press. 
George Floyd's death in the 
U.S. two years ago prompted 
protests against racial injus- 
tice in the Netherlands and 
around the world. Controle 
Alt Delete, an advocacy or- 
ganization that pushes for 
better law enforcement prac- 
tices, wanted to highlight 
problems within the Dutch 
police force. 

The group brought on board 
filmmakers Maria Mok and 
Meral Uslu to direct and pro- 
duce the documentary, which 


was backed by Dutch public 
broadcaster KRO-NCRV. 
Problems with racism, as 
well as discrimination against 
women and members of the 
LGBTQ community, are 
widespread and systemic 
within police ranks, said Jan 
Struijs, the chairperson of 
the country's largest police 
union. 

Struijs also took part in the 
film. "I hope this is a historic 
turning point," he told the 
AP. 


The first article of the coun- 
try's constitution, which is 
displayed on posters in ev- 
ery police station, outlaws 
discrimination against any 
group. The Dutch consider 
themselves to be some of the 
most open-minded, tolerant 
people in the world. 

There's been no significant 
criticism of the "The Blue 
Family," those involved in the 
documentary welcomed the 
response to it. 

"I have been saying the same 
things for years, only now do 
they get a positive reaction," 
Snijders said. 


The Dutch police union 
is calling for better mental 
health counseling for officers 
and more accountability for 
ones who make racist jokes. 
Conrad sees a need for wide- 
spread change, both in policy 
and leadership. 

In the meantime, he's forbid- 
den his 20-year-old son from 
joining the force. 

"I don't want him to experi- 
ence this," he said. 


Ex-Malaysia PM: U.S.-led trade group intended to isolate China 


(AP) — Former Malaysian 
Prime Minister Mahathir 
Mohamad criticized a new 
U.S.-led economic grouping 
on Friday, saying it is intend- 
ed to isolate China, and won't 
benefit regional economic 
growth without Beijing. 

U.S. President Joe Biden 
launched the 13-nation Indo- 
Pacific Economic Framework 
during a visit to Japan earlier 
this week. He said it will help 
the United States work more 
closely with Asian countries 
in areas including supply 
chains, digital trade, clean en- 
ergy and anticorruption. 
"The U.S. will always want 
to use groupings like this in 
order to isolate China," Ma- 
hathir said at an international 
conference in Tokyo. "Many 
countries recognize that this 
is not an economic group- 
ing but it is truly a political 
grouping." 


The signatories are Australia, 
Brunei, India, Indonesia, Ja- 
pan, Malaysia, New Zealand, 
the Philippines, Singapore, 
South Korea, Thailand, the 
United States and Vietnam. 
Together they represent 40% 
of the world's GDP. 


"This is not good for their 
own economic develop- 
ment," Mahathir said of the 
countries in the grouping. 
"China is a big trading partner 
for Malaysia, we don't want 
to see any tension, any con- 
flict with China and we hope 
that the U.S. will realize that 
China is there, it's not going 
to disappear, and we have 
to live with China, which is 
now richer than most coun- 
tries in the world," he said at 
"The Future of Asia," a con- 
ference organized by Nikkei 
Inc. 


Later Friday, current Malay- 
sian Prime Minister Ismail 
Sabri Yaakob, who is also in 
Tokyo, met with his Japanese 
counterpart, Fumio Kishida. 
They welcomed the launch 
of the economic framework 
and affirmed their coopera- 
tion in areas such as digital 
transformation, cybersecu- 
rity, emerging technology 
and supply chain resilience, 
Japan's Foreign Ministry said. 
Kishida sought Malaysia's 
support in achieving a "free 
and open" Indo-Pacific, a vi- 
sion promoted by Japan and 
the United States as a coun- 
ter to China's military and 
economic rise in the region, 
the ministry said. 


Mahathir, 96, who served as 
Malaysia's fourth and seven 
prime ministers, was seen 
for many years as a de facto 
spokesperson for less devel- 


oped countries and frequent- 
ly criticized the West. He re- 
mains an influential figure in 
Malaysia. 


He led an opposition coali- 
tion to a historic election vic- 
tory in 2018 that ousted a cor- 
ruption-tainted government 
in the first peaceful transfer 


of power since Malaysia's in- 
dependence in 1957. 
Mahathir became the world's 
oldest leader at 92 but his 
rule lasted only 22 months 
as his government collapsed 
due to infighting. Mahathir 
formed a new ethnic Malay 
party in 2020 to oppose the 
new leadership. 
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Iran seizes 2 Greek tankers in Persian Gulf as tensions rise

DUBAI, United Arab 
Emirates (AP) — Iran's 
paramilitary Revolutionary 
Guard seized two Greek oil 
tankers Friday in helicopter- 
launched raids in the Persian 
Gulf, officials said. The action 
appeared to be retaliation for 
Athens' assistance in the U.S. 
seizure of crude oil from an 
Iranian-flagged tanker this 
week in the Mediterranean 
Sea over violating Washing- 
ton's crushing sanctions on 
the Islamic Republic. 

The raid marks the first ma- 
jor incident at sea in months 
as tensions remain high be- 
tween Iran and the West over 
its tattered nuclear deal with 
world powers. As Tehran en- 
riches more uranium, closer 
to weapons-grade levels than 
ever before, worries mount 
that negotiators won't find 
a way back to the accord — 
raising the risk of a wider war. 
The Guard issued a state- 
ment announcing the sei- 
zures, accusing the tankers 
of unspecified violations. 
Nour News, a website close 
to Iran's Supreme National 
Security Council, just a short 
time earlier warned that Teh- 
ran planned to take "punitive 
action" over Greece assisting 
the U.S. in seizing oil days 
earlier from the Iranian- 
flagged tanker Lana. 

Greece's Foreign Ministry 
said it made a strong de- 
marche to the Iranian am- 
bassador in Athens over the 
"violent taking over of two 
Greek-flagged ships" in the 
Persian Gulf. "These acts ef- 
fectively amount to acts of 
piracy," a ministry statement 
said. 

The ministry called for the 
immediate release of the ves- 


sels and their crews, warn- 
ing the seizure would have 
"particularly negative con- 
sequences" in bilateral rela- 
tions and in Iran's relations 
with the European Union, of 
which Greece is a member. 
An Iranian helicopter landed 
on the Greek-flagged Delta 
Poseidon in international wa- 
ters, some 22 nautical miles 
off the coast of Iran, the min- 
istry said. 

"Armed men then took the 
crew captive," it said, add- 
ing that two Greek nationals 
were among the crew. 

"A similar incident has been 
reported on another Greek- 
flagged vessel, that was car- 
rying seven Greek citizens, 
close to the coast of Iran," the 
ministry said. 

A Greek official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
to discuss details of the at- 


tack with a journalist, iden- 
tified the second ship as the 
Prudent Warrior. Its man- 
ager, Polembros Shipping in 
Greece, earlier said the com- 
pany was "cooperating with 
the authorities and making 
every possible effort to ad- 
dress the situation effective- 
ly." 

Greek officials did not iden- 
tify the nationalities of the 
other crew onboard the ves- 
sels. 

Both vessels had come from 
Iraq's Basra oil terminal, 
loaded with crude, according 
to tracking data from Mari- 
ne Traffic.com. 

A U.S. defense official, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymi- 
ty to discuss intelligence mat- 
ters, said it appeared the two 
ships had come close to — 
but not into — Iranian terri- 
torial waters Friday. After the 


hijacking, they drifted into 
Iranian waters. The ships also 
had turned off their tracking 
devices, another red flag, the 
official said. However, nei- 
ther had issued a mayday or a 
call for help, the official said. 
Iran's seizure on Friday was 
the latest in a string of hi- 
jackings and explosions to 
roil a region that includes the 
Strait of Hormuz, the nar- 
row mouth of the Persian 
Gulf through which a fifth 
of all traded oil passes. The 
incidents began after then- 
President Donald Trump 
unilaterally withdrew the 
U.S. from Iran's nuclear deal 
with world powers, which 
saw Tehran drastically limit 
its enrichment of uranium 
in exchange for the lifting of 
economic sanctions. 

The U.S. Navy blamed Iran 


for a series of limpet mine at- 


tacks on vessels that damaged 
tankers in 2019, as well as 
for a fatal drone attack on an 
Israeli-linked oil tanker that 
killed two European crew 
members in 2021. 

Iranian hijackers also stormed 
and briefly captured a Pana- 
ma-flagged asphalt tanker off 
the United Arab Emirates last 
year, as well as briefly seizing 
and holding a Vietnamese 
tanker in November. 

Tehran denies carrying out 
the attacks, but a wider shad- 
ow war between Iran and the 
West has played out in the re- 
gion's volatile waters. Tanker 
seizures have been a part of it 
since 2019, when Iran seized 
the British-flagged Stena Im- 
pero after the United King- 
dom detained an Iranian oil 
tanker off Gibraltar. Iran 
released the tanker months 
later as London also released 
the Iranian vessel. 

Iran last year also seized and 
held a South Korean-flagged 
tanker for months amid a dis- 
pute over billions of dollars 
of frozen assets Seoul holds. 
"This incident is assessed 
to be a retaliatory action in 
line with a history of Iranian 
forces detaining vessels in 
a tit-for-tat manner," mari- 
time intelligence firm Dryad 
Global warned. "As a result, 
Greek-flagged vessels oper- 
ating within the vicinity of 
Iran in the Persian Gulf and 
Gulf of Oman are currently 
assessed to be at a heightened 
risk of interception and it is 
advised to avoid this area un- 
til further notice." 
Underlining that threat, 
Iran's semiofficial Tasnim 
news agency warned in a 
tweet: "There are still 17 oth- 
er Greek ships in the Persian 
Gulf that could be seized." 


Iraqi lawmakers pass bill criminalizing any ties with Israel 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraqi 
lawmakers on Thursday 
passed a bill criminalizing 
normalization of ties and any 


relations, including business 
ties, with Israel. The legisla- 
tion says that violation of the 
law is punishable with the 


death sentence or life impris- 
onment. 

The law was approved with 
275 lawmakers voting in fa- 
vor of it in the 329-seat as- 
sembly. A parliament state- 
ment said the legislation is "a 
true reflection of the will of 
the people." 

Influential Shiite cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr, whose par- 
ty won the largest number of 
seats in Iraq's parliamentary 
elections last year, called for 
Iraqis to take to the streets to 
celebrate this ""great achieve- 
ment." Hundreds later gath- 
ered in central Baghdad, 
chanting anti-Israel slogans. 
It was unclear how the law 
will be implemented as Iraq 


has not recognized Israel 
since the country's formation 
in 1948; the two nations have 
no diplomatic relations. The 
legislation also entails risks 
for companies working in 
Iraq and found to be in viola- 
tion of the bill. 

The United States said it 
was deeply disturbed by the 
Iraqi legislation. "In addition 
to jeopardizing freedom of 
expression and promoting 
an environment of antisemi- 
tism, this legislation stands 
in stark contrast to progress 
Iraq's neighbors have made 
by building bridges and nor- 
malizing relations with Israel, 
creating new opportunities 
for people throughout the 


region," State Department 
spokesperson Ned Price said 
in a statement. 

Earlier this year, Iran fired a 
dozen ballistic missiles to- 
wards the northern city of Ir- 
bil in the Kurdish-run north, 
saying it was targeting an Is- 
raeli intelligence base. 

The home of Baz Karim, 
the CEO of the oil company 
KAR GROUP, was heavily 
damaged in the attack. KAR 
has been accused in the past 
of quietly selling oil to Israel. 
A report by the Iraqi parlia- 
ment's fact-finding commit- 
tee said it found no evidence 
to support Iranian accusa- 
tions of an Israeli spy base in 
Irbil.

Rafa vs. Uncle Toni: Nadal to meet Auger-Aliassime in Paris

PARIS (AP) — Rafael Nad- 
al knew this was bound to 
happen. So, too, did his un- 
cle, Toni Nadal, who coached 
Rafael to most of the neph- 
ew's men's-record 21 Grand 
Slam titles. 

Also well aware this mo- 
ment would come, of course, 
was Felix Auger-Aliassime, 
the promising player who 
brought aboard the man 
known to many simply as 
Uncle Toni for some extra 
assistance last year. 

Once Toni and Rafael ended 
their professional partner- 
ship, and once Auger-Alias- 
sime hired Toni to work in 
tandem with full-time coach 
Frederic Fontang, they all 
figured that somewhere, 
sometime, their paths would 
cross. Now it'll happen in the 
French Open's fourth round: 
Nadal vs. Auger-Aliassime. 
Which in some ways is also a 
matchup of Nadal vs. Nadal. 
So, the 13-time champion 
at Roland Garros was asked, 
might there be some awk- 
wardness there? Probably no 
way you'll be chatting with 
your uncle ahead of Sunday's 
meeting against the ninth- 
seeded Auger-Aliassime, a 
21-year-old from Canada, 
right? 

Nadal shook his head and 
said he already had spoken 
to Toni straight after beating 
26th-seeded Botic Van De 
Zandschulp 6-3, 6-2, 6-4 on 
Friday. 

"For me, it's very simple. 
He's my uncle. I don't think 
he will be able to want me 
to lose, without a doubt, but 
he's a professional and he's 
with another player," said the 
fifth-seeded Nadal, who has 
dealt with chronic foot pain 
and a rib injury this season 
but also won the Australian 
Open in January. 

"It's not a story at all for me. 
I know what the feelings are 
that we have between each 
other. I know he wants the 
best for me. Now he's help-

ing another player," he said. 
"But honestly, for me, it's 
zero problem." 
Auger-Aliassime, meanwhile, 
resolved one little bit of in- 
trigue, saying that he expect- 
ed Uncle Toni to sit in a neu- 
tral spot in the stands, rather 
than being forced to choose 
between one player's guest 
box or the other. 

As for what sort of insights 
Toni might reveal about his 
former player to his current 
one, Auger-Aliassime smiled. 
Not too many unknowns 
about Rafael at this point, not 
at age 35, not after so many 
years on tour. 

"I know him. I've seen him 
play. I know what he does 
well. We all know," said Au- 
ger-Aliassime, a 2021 USS. 
Open semifinalist who ad- 
vanced Friday by defeating 
Filip Krajinovic 7-6 (3), 7-6 
(2), 7-5. 

"But nobody — Toni, Fred or 
me — has the answers," he 


said. 

On the horizon is the pros- 
pect that if Nadal wins, he 
could find yet another fa- 
miliar face in the stadium for 
the quarterfinals: defending 
champion Novak Djokovic. 
Both the top-seeded Djokov- 
ic, who beat Aljaz Bedene 
6-3, 6-3, 6-2 on Friday and 
now takes on 15th-seeded 
Diego Schwartzman, and 
Nadal have won all nine sets 
they've played on the red clay 
of Paris so far. And both have 
ceded just 23 games total. 
They have played each other 
58 times already, more than 
any two other men in the 
Open era, and No. 59 might 
come next week. Asked ear- 
lier in the tournament about 
that "pretty good lefty in your 
quarter of the draw," Djokov- 
ic played dumb and joked: "I 
don't know who you are talk- 
ing about." 

Also on their half of the 
bracket: No. 6 Carlos Alcaraz, 


a 19-year-old who leads the 
tour with four titles in 2022 
and became, at the Madrid 
Open this month, the only 
player in history to beat both 
Djokovic and Nadal at the 
same clay-court event. 

Alcaraz was facing 21-year- 
old American Sebastian 
Korda on Friday night in 
Court Philippe Chatrier, 
with the winner to play No. 
10 Cameron Norrie or No. 
21 Karen Khachanov in the 
fourth round. Another Sun- 
day match will be No. 3 Al- 
exander Zverev vs. Bernabe 
Zapata Miralles, a qualifier 
who edged No. 23 John Isner 
of the U.S. in five sets. 


Three American women 
reached the fourth round: 
18-year-old Coco Gauff; 


20-year-old Amanda Anisi- 
mova and 2017 U.S. Open 
champion Sloane Stephens. 

Gauff, the youngest player 
left in the field, was a 6-3, 
6-4 winner against the oldest, 


Kaia Kanepi of Estonia, who 
at 36 is twice her age. Kanepi 
won the French Open junior 
title in 2001 — three years 
before Gauff was born. 

No. 18 seed Gauff plays No. 
31 Elise Mertens next; other 
fourth-round matches are 
No. 27 Amanda Anisimova 
against 2021 U.S. Open fi- 
nalist Leylah Fernandez, 
Stephens against No. 23 Jil 
Teichmann, and = Martina 
Trevisan against Aliaksandra 
Sasnovich. 

Stephens arrived in Paris on a 
five-match losing streak. But 
she's 3-0 on this trip. 

"I don't think you ever know 
when it's going to happen or 
when it's going to click. But 
I'm just trying to make the 
most of it, honestly," said Ste- 
phens, the 2018 runner-up 
at Roland Garros. "Happy to 
put the wins together now. 
Didn't at any other tourna- 
ment, so God bless." 


Carlos Martinez suspended 80 games for positive drug test 


NEW YORK (AP) — For- 
mer All-Star pitcher Carlos 
Martinez was suspended 
for 80 games Friday under 


baseball's minor league drug 
program following a positive 
test for the performance-en- 
hancing substance Ibutamo- 
ren, which increases Human 
Growth Hormone. 

The 30-year-old right-hand- 


er signed a minor league 
contract with San Francisco 
on March 19. He was re- 
leased and signed a minor 
league contract with the 
Boston Red Sox on May 7. 

Martinez made a pair of 
starts for Triple-A Worces- 
ter, at Toledo on May 8 and 
against Rochester on May 
14, going 0-2 with a 20.77 


ERA in 4 1/3 innings. He 
was released on May 17. 

Martinez pitched for the St. 
Louis Cardinals from 2013- 
21, going 62-52 with a 3.74 
ERA in 139 starts and 135 
relief appearances. He was 
an All-Star in 2015 and 2017, 
and Martinez made five re- 
lief appearances in the 2013 
World Series loss to the Red 


Sox. He was 4-9 with a 6.23 
ERA in 16 starts for the Car- 
dinals last season. 

Martinez is the 23rd player 
suspended this year under 
the minor league drug pro- 
gram. His suspension will 
start when he signs with a 
major league organization. 
Six players have been sus- 
pended this year under the 


major league drug program: 
Milwaukee pitcher J.C. Me-

Tank vs talk: Gervonta Davis aims to quiet challenger Romero

NEW YORK (AP) — If this 
was about trading insults, 
Gervonta Davis might not be 
the better man this time. 
Rolando Romero can talk and 
has been doing plenty of it 
leading into their match Sat- 
urday night, profanely pok- 
ing fun at everything from 
the quality of Davis' resume 
to the size of his head. 

When it comes to trading 
punches, Davis insists it will 
be a different story in a heat- 


ed lightweight title matchup 
of unbeatens in Brooklyn. 

"I feel as though the talking is 
over. The time is now," Davis 
said. 

He has been doing this much 
longer, not just at the highest 
levels of boxing, but in the 
sport itself. When it's time to 
stop jabbering and start jab- 
bing, he believes there will 
be a big difference against a 
fighter who's had only about 
half as many professional 
fights. 

The bout headlines a Show- 


AA MAIS, 
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time pay-per-view card and 
the first big boxing event back 
in Brooklyn since the pan- 
demic started more than two 
years ago. Barclays Center is 
where Davis (26-0, 24 KOs) 
won his first title in 2017, and 
he has gone on to draw big 
crowds from coast to coast 
while winning titles in three 
different weight classes. 

At 27, he has built himself 
into one of the biggest names 
in boxing, though Romero 
(14-0, 12 KOs) contends he 
did it by beating up on small- 
er fighters, or carefully cho- 
sen opponents who lack his 
power. 

Romero has boasted that he 
will knock out Davis in one 
round. He didn't back away 
from that when asked what 
he envisions happening Sat- 
urday night. 
"Tank flatlined 
ground," he said. 
Davis seems alternately an- 
noyed and amused by the 
antics of the 26-year-old 
Romero, who is on the brink 
of the biggest night of a box- 
ing career that isn't even 10 
years old. He only took up 
the sport after switching

on 


from judo at 17, giving Davis 
a significant advantage in ring 
rounds. 

Davis seemed frustrated 
enough by Romero to push 
his opponent off the stage at 
their weigh-in Friday, forcing 
the fighters to be separated. 
"There's definitely differ- 
ent levels when you come 
to the sport of boxing," Da- 
vis said. "There's people that 
play with boxing and there's 
people that've been doing this 
since they were kids. You've 
got somebody that's been do- 
ing this since they were 7 and 
somebody that's been do- 
ing this since they were 17. 
Like, come on, bro. It's time 
to show that I'm one of the 
ones." 

They were scheduled to fight 
in December before Romero 
was taken off the card while 
authorities investigated ac- 
cusations of sexual assault 
against him. No charges were 
filed. 

Romero claims they were 
supposed to share the ring 
before that, but Davis twice 
backed out of plans to spar 
with him. He said Davis is 
scared of him and believes he 


saw more fear against Isaac 
Cruz, the replacement op- 
ponent Davis fought in Los 
Angeles. Davis won that fight 
by unanimous decision, end- 
ing a streak of stoppages that 
began in 2015. Romero said 
Cruz hit Davis easily and be- 
lieves the Baltimore native 
will be target practice for his 
power punches. 

"There's no way I can miss," 
Romero said. "He has a big- 
ass head." 

Both fighters are promoted 
by Mayweather Promotions, 
where Davis has long been 
the big star, considered a 
worthy successor to Floyd 
Mayweather. He'll have to 
make room — or move out 
of the way — for Romero if 
the challenger fights as good 
as he talks. 

Romero's martial arts back- 
ground has given him a repu- 
tation of an awkward fighter 
in the way he punches, but 
Davis just sees an undevel- 
oped one. Mastering the 
microphone helped Romero 
land a spot in the main event 
of a pay-per-view after just 14 
fights, but experience isn't re- 
quired to hype a fight.
